. Bremerhaven are from the Weiser Zei- 
ung: 

It appears that just before the Mosel 
was about to sail a containing four 
cases anda barrel was being unloaded 
for sLipment. Suddenly a terrific explo- 
sion occurred. The effect was horrible.
